Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  our  Third  Joint  Annual  Report  to  you 
on  the  Health  Conditions  of  the  district  for  tjhe  year  ended 
the  31st  December,  1937,  we  feel  that  this  report  marks 
another  milestone  along  the  road  to  the  achievement  of  the 
improved  public  health  conditions  for  which  we  believe  the 
Council  are  so  earnestly  striving.  Under  present  conditions 
when,  with  the  exception  of  Housing,  all  contemplated  ex- 
penditure has  to  be  met  from  the  rising  local  rates  it  is 
often  in  such  a rural  district  as  putis  a very  difficult  matter  tio 
adjust  the  balance  of  finance  to  the  urgency  of  schemes,, 
and  in  viewing  the  position  over  the  period  since  the' 
existence  of  the  Council  we  consider  that  the  Council  has 
in  some  cases  acted  with  great  courage,  and  is  to  be  highly 
commended. 

Our  greatest  anxiety  during  the  year  under  review  has 
been  the  question  of  water  supplies,;  it  has  been  fairly  general 
throughout  the  district  in  the  past  drought  years  to  find 
that  the  majority  of  the  older  schemes  of  water  supply  have 
either  been  found  to  be  insufficient  in  quantity,  or  there  has 
been  doubt  as  to  the  quality  of  the  supplies.  As  the  majority 
of  these  schemes  are  so  small  as  to  jnake  filtration  or 
chlorination  impracticable,  the  only  effective  safeguard  against 
possible  danger  is  the  boiling  of  all  water  before  use,  which 
has  been  advised  when  found  necessary.  Unfortunately  the 
boiling  of  all  water  depends  so  much  upon  the  humal  element; 
jthat  there  is  sometimes  a grave  doubt  as  to  whether  it  is 
carried  out  as  it  should  be.  Through  the  medium  of  this 
report  we  very  earnestly  and  seriously  wish  to  impress  upon 
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all  the  necessity  for  the  boiling  of  any  water  used  for 
drinking  purposes  when  there  is  doubt  as  to  its  free^m 
from  pollution. 

The  matter  of  water  supplies  in  the  Glyn  Valley  is 
particularly  serious  during  a drought  year  and  it  will,  be  a 
matter  of  great  relief  to  all  your  officials  when  a scheme 
for  the  provision  of  an  adequate  supply  of  pure  water  for 
this  part  of  the  district  has  been  completed. 

An  additional  Sanitary  Inspector  has  been  engaged 
throughout  the  whole  year  for  carrying  out  duties  in  order  to 
relieve  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Surveyor  to  some  extent 
for  the  carrying  out  of  duties  as  Clerk  of  Works  for  the 
various  Housing  Schemes.  This  arrangement  has  proved  very 
effective,  and  ecomonical  to  the  Council,  and  it  should  be 
seriously  considered  as  to  whether  or  not  it  is  advisable  to 
appoint  a permanent  additional  Sanitary  Inspector  partly  by 
reason  of  the  increased  duties  devolving  upon  the  Council 
by  various  statutes  and  partly  to  enable  the  Sanitary  Sur- 
veyor to  devote  more  time  to  the  preparation  and  carrying 
out  of  various  schemes  of  water  supply  and  sewerage  which 
are  contemplated. 

The  works  carried  out  during  the  year,  and  shown  in 
detail  in  other  parts  of  this  report  in  connection  with  the 
erecjtion  of  new  houses  and  the  repair  of  existing  houses 
has  been  the  most  notable  achievement  in  this  direction' 
since  the  erection  of  houses  under  the  Housing  Act  of  1919, 
and  the  effect  of  this  upon  the  general  ■ health  and  comfort 
of  the  district  cannot  be  otherwise  than  beneficial,  although 
it  is  not  possible  to  form  any  financial  estirnate  of  this 
benefit.

Diphtheria  Swabs,  etc.,  are  examined  at  the  Birmingham

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  formed  a voluntary  com- 
mittee known  as  the  Oswestry  and  District  Ambulance  Service 
Committee  composed  of  various  public  bodies  and  local 
authorities,  of  which  this  Council  is  a constituent,  which, 
has  purchased  an  up-to-date  Ambulance  for  the  use  of  any 
persons  in  the  area  In  cases  of  illness  and  accident,  other  than 
infectious  diseases.  This  Committee  is  to  be  maintained  by 
contributions  from  the  various  bodies  forming  the  Committee, 
ana  by  charges  made  for  the  use  of  the  ambulance,  when  the 
financial  position  of  the  persons  making  use  of  the  services! 
are  such  as  they  can  afford  to  make  payment  for  same.  Per- 
sons who  are  not  in  a position  to  contribute  .towards  the 
cost  will  be  conveyed  free  of  charge:. 

This  service  should  prove  of  great  value  in  this  area,, 
particularly  in  the  Llansilin  and  Llanrhaiadr  districts,  where 
there  is  no  such  service  available.  It  will  also  relieve  the 
pressure  on  the  other  voluntary  services  to  which  so  much 
has  been  due  in  the  past  for  services  outside  the  scope  of 
their  ordinary  duties,  such  as  the  ambulances  maintained  by 
the  Colliery  Companies  at  Chirk,  and  the  St.  John  Ambu- 
lance Association  at  Wrexham.  It  is,  of  course,  hoped  that 
these  services  will  still  be  available  in  cases  of  emergency. 
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Infectious  Diseases  are  provided  for  by  an  Ambulance 
maintained  at  the  Chirk  and  District  Isolation  Hospital, 
Oswestry. 

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

The  voluntary  Nursing  Associations  at  Chirk,  Glyn  Ceiriog, 
Llansilin  and  Llanrhaiadr  still  continue  to  carry  out  their- 
very  excellent  work,  often  under  great  financial  difficulties. 
It  is  very  pleasing  to  note  that  the  work  of  the  District 
Nurses  at  Glyn  Ceiriog,  Llansilin  and  Llanrhaiadr  is  now 
being  greatly  helped  and  in  many  cases  made  much  more 
effffective  by  the  provision  of  a motor  car. 

The  County  Council  maintain  a fully  qualified  whole-time 
Health  Visitor  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work,  resident 
in  the  district. 

TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS. 

There  are  no  centres  or  clinics  provided  by  the  Council 
but  there  are  Tuberculosis  Clinics  for  diagnosis  and  con-, 
sulfation  only  held  in  the  district  by  the  King  Edward  VII. 
National  Welsh  Memorial  Association,  the  physicians  of  which 
also  visit  the  homes  of  patients  who  are  unable  to  attend  at 
the  Clinics. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  are  also  held  by 
the  Denbigh  County  Council  at  Chirk  and  Glyn  Ceiriog, 
which  are  well  attended  and  highly  appreciated. 

HOSPITALS. 

There  are  no  hospitals  owned  by  the  Council  in  the 
district,  the  only  hospital  in  the  area  being  the  Chirk  and 
District  Cottage  Hospital,  which  is  a voluntary  hospital,  and 
continues  to  provide  excellent  service  for  this  portion  of  the 
district. 

Infectious  Diseases  are  treated  at  the  Chirk  and  District 
Isolation  Hospital,  Oswestry,  of  which  the  Council  is  joint 
owner  with  the  Oswestry  Corporation  and  the  Oswestry 
Rural  District  Council. 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

1 here  have  been  two  mild  epidemics  in  the  district  through- 
out the  year,  one  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  Glyn  Ceiriog,  and  one 
of  Diphtheria  in  Chirk,  fortunately  there  wjere  no  serious 
cases  and  no  deaths  from  either  of  these  diseases. 
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The  table  of  Infectious  Diseases  Notified  and  that  of  cases 
removed  to  hospital  shows  rather  a high  percentage  of 
cases -3k  Diphtheria  not  removed  to  hospital  (approximately 
one-third),  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  a large  number  of 
the  patients  lived  in  farm  houses  and  other  isolated  houses 
where  the  risk  of  infection  was  remote,  and  in  which  there' 
was  little  fear  of  the  disease  being  spread  by  contact.,

May  we  suggest  that  a more  close  Medical  Supervision: 
of  cases  of  non-notifiable  infectious  diseases,  e.g.,  Mumps, 
German-measles,  etc.,  be  advised  through  the  Schools  as 
these  cause  unnecessary  after  effects  owing  to  neglect  of 
treatment.  Also  we  would  advise  lectures  dealing  with  proper 
feeding,  especially  of  children  at  School-age,  to  ensure  fitness 
in  later  years.

Also,  a number  of  Plans  and  Estimates  were  prepared  by 
me  for  the  Council  for  different  improvements. 

The  year  under  review  is  one  in  which  many  major  de- 
velopments were  carried  out,  in  addition  to  a number  of 
minor  improvements. 

The  reservoir  was  cleaned  out  and  in  order  to  do  this,  the 
water  from  the  springs  had  to  be  piped  into  a 1,000  gallon 
tank  and  then  into  the  Mains.  This  has  been  the  only 
year  in  which  we  have  been  able  to  give  the  Reservoir  a 
thorough  cleaning. 

About  35  tons  of  weed  and  mud  were  removed,  ^the 
Reservoir  was  washed  out  three  times,  dressed  with  chloride 
of  lime,  and  then  refilled. 

Samples  of  water  were  then  taken  to  Chester  to  be 
analysed  by  the  County  Analyst  and  passed  as  fit  for  human 
consumption  before  any  water  was  run  into  the  mains. 

In  my  report  for  March,  1937,.  I drew  attention  to  the  lack 
of  adequate  arrangements  for  fire-fighting  in  the  Parish. 

Hydrants  are  placed  at  various  points  on  the  mains  but 
there  are  no  standpipes. 

You  are  well  aware  of  the  serious  position  of  our  water 
supply  from  October  to  December  of  last  year.  It  was  peces- 
sary  to  pump  from  the  bore-hole  for  116  days,  that  is  2,320 
hours — an  average  of  20  hours  per  day. 

Even  then  the  supply  was  inadequate,  so  it  was  essential 
thlnt  I should  augment  the  supply  from  some  other  source, 
without  delay.  The  Castle  Pool  water  was  found  to  be 

unfit  for  human  consumption.  The  springs  on  the  New 
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Hall  Meadows  were  then  Considered,  but  I found  that  the 
could  not  be  collected  Quickly  enough,  also  that  the 
coi^^f  laying  pipes  and  ffixjng  a pump  to  force  the  water 
up  to  the  Reservoir  was  too  great. 

I therefore  consulted  Dr.  Salt,  the  Medical  Officer,  and 
afterwards  approached  the  Shropshire  Union  Canal  Company 
at  Chester,  and  received  their  permission  to  use  water  from 
the  Canal. 

This  water  had  to  be  chlorinated  so  the  necessary  pump, 
engine,  and  chlorination  plant  were  hired  from  Messrs.  York 
and  Co.,  Wellington. 

A 4in.  steel  main  was  laid  from  the  Canal  to  our  existing 
4in.  cast  iron  pipes,  and  the  water  pumped  from  the  Canal 
to  the  Reservoir — a distance  of  approximately  1 mile,  with  a 
lift  of  175  feet. 

This  arrangement  proved  highly  satisfactory,  and  the 
Council  can  consider  itself  fortunate  in  being  able  to  secure 
an  adequate  supply  of  water  during  such  ,a  prolonged  period 
of  drought. 

Altogether  2,144,015  gallons  . of  water  were  pumped 
from  the  Canal,  at  a cost  of  3/6d.  per  1,000  gallons. 

I would  conclude  by  expressing  my  appreciation  of  the 
co-operation,’  assistance  and  courtesy  shown  me  by  the  mem- 
bers and  officials  of  the  Council.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Arnieal  Report 

of  the  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

In  the  main  the  year  1937  was  a dry  year,  a fairly  long 
drought  period  following  a wet  spring,  and  in  consequence 
a large  number  of  private  supplies  in  the  district  failed  to- 
wards early  autumn.  The  only  water  supply  scheme  under  the 
control  of  the  Council  to  give  cause  for  anxiety  was  that 
of  Chirk,  which  is  dealt  with  in  the  report  of  the  Chirk 
Water  Inspector. 

Several  villages  in  the  Glyn  Valley  relying  on  well  and 
private  schemes  were  rather  short  of  water  or  the  supplies 
were  polluted,  so  as  to  render  them  unfit  for  drinking 
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purposes,  notably,  Pandy,  Cambrian  and  Coedyglyn  Terraces 
Glyn  Ceirriog,  Cambrian  Terrace,  Llwynmawr  and  „part  of 
Dolywern.  Jfft- 

The  following  schemes  owned  by  the  Council  gave  no 
cause  for  anxiety:  Tregeiriog,  Llanarmon  D.C.,  Garth,  Moelfre 
Bwlchyddar. 

Water  Supply  schemes  in  need  of  particular  mention 
are  referred  to  below  separately: — 

PANDY  WATER  SUPPLY  SCHEME. 

Throughout  the  whole  of  the  year  there  has  been  a 

great  deal  of  labour  and  correspondence  in  connection  with 
this  proposal,  and  probably  the  best  method  of  dealing 

with  the  scheme  in  this  report  would  be  by  a brief  resume 
covering  the  year  1937. 

Bill  of  Quantities  and  Specifications  were  prepared  for 
the  work  and  tenders  advertised  for,  after  which  it  was  de- 
cided to  provisionally  accept  the  tender  of  Messrs.  R.  A- 
Davies  (Birmingham)  Ltd.,  for  the  sum  of  £14,150  Is.  Od. 

Considerable  opposition  to  the  scheme  was  put  forward 
by  the  Riparian  Owners,  on  the  grounds  of  costs,  the 
quantity  of  water  available,  the  method  of  abstraction  of 
water  from  the  river  and  also  urging  the  Council  to  consider 
an  alternative  scheme  put  forward  by  Mr.  F-  E.  Rooper, 
Glyn  Ceiriog,  for  using  water  from  the  Nant  Lavar  and 
utilizing  the  Wynne  Quarry  as  a storage  reservoir. 

The  whole  of  these  proposals  were  reported  upon  by 
Mr.  F.  O.  Stanford,  Consulting  Engineer,  who  suggested  that 

the  Council  should  agree  to  the  method  of  abstraction  of 

water  from  the  river  as  put  forward  by  the  Committee  for  the 
Riparian  Owners,  and  reported  unfavourably  upon  the  al- 
tepnlative  scheme. 

A meeting  of  Riparian  owners  was  called  to  consider 
the  report  of  Mr.  Stanford,  which  agreed  to  withdraw  op- 
position to  the  scheme,  and  to  co-operate  with  the  Council 
in  the  carrying  out  of  the  scheme. 

After  this  all  Riparian  owners  on  the  River  .Ceinog 
from  the  junction  with  the  River  Dee  to  Pandy  were  circu- 
larised to  ascertain  whether  there  were  still  any  objections 
to  the  scheme,  and  up  to  the  time  of  writing  this  report 
there  are  a number  of  replies  outstanding. 

The  question  of  compensation  to  affected  parties  has  also 
been  under  consideration,  and  Mr.  Stanford  has  reported 
that  some  arrangement  should  be  arrived  at  with  the  affected 
interests,  which  matter  is  now  receiving  attention. 
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To  summarise  the  position  to  date,  the  scheme  is  making 
pn^ress,  and  it  now  appears  likely  that  the  year  1938  will 
sec.^Pte  work  in  hand. 

It  might  be  mentioned  in  passing  that  during  the  drought 
period  of  1937  the  flow  of  water  in  the  River  Tierw  was 
gauged,  giving  a minimum  yield  of  331  gallons  per  minute, 
which  is  ^substantially  the  same  as  that  for  the  year  1935  when 
a minimum  yield  of  360  gallons  per  minute  was  recorded. 

dLANSILIN  WATER  SUPPLY. 

This  supply,  which  since  its  inception  in  1883,  has  been, 
held  by  the  .inhabitants  of  the  village  of  Llansilin,  and  which 
was  unfavourably  reported  upon  by  the  Consulting  Engineer 
to  the  Denbigh  County  Council  in  1935  has  been  handed 
over  to  the  Council,  as  the  inhabitants  of  the  village  were 
not  able  to  raise  a sufficient  sum  to  bring  the  scheme  up  to 
a reasonable  standard  of  efficiency. 

A scheme  has  been  prepared  for  the  provision  of  a 
3,000  gallon  capacity  reservoir  near  the  site  of  the  existing 
one,  and  for  the  relaying  of  the  whole  of  the  mains,  also  pro- 
viding extensions  where  necessary  at  an  estimlated  cost  of 
£1,453  which  will  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 
approval  as  soon  as  the  necessary  arrangements  can  be  made 
as  to  the  purchase  of  land  for  the  reservoir. 

Gaugings  taken  during  1937  show  a minimum  ^yield  of  the 
springs  of  3,820  gallons  per  day,  against  a daily  requirement 
of  2:400  gallons. 

LLANRHAIADR. 

This  scheme  is  managed  by  the  Llanrhaiadr  Joint  Com- 
mittee for  Water  Supply,  consisting  of  nominees  of  the 
Llanfyllin  Rural  District  Council  and  this  Council,  working 
as  a Joint  Committee  under  an  order  of  the  late  Local 
Government  Board, 

For  some  years  past  there  have  been  difficulties  with 
this  supply  due  to  corrosion  of  the  pipes,  and  during  the  year 
tenders  have  been  received  for  the  relaying  of  3,400  yards 
of  mains  with  4 inch  Asbestos  Cement  Pressure  Pipes  and 
various  necessary  working  on  the  gathering  ground,  and  the 
tender  of  Messrs.  Wyatt  Bros.  (Whitchurch)  Ltd.,  has  been 
accepted  for  the  sum  of  £1,976  2s.  6d.  At  the  time  of 
writing  this  report  these  works  have  been  completed  and 
the  whole  village  is  now  obtaining  a supply  of  water,  which 
has  not  been  so  for  some  considerable  time. 
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Apart  from  the  relaying  of  the  mains  there  is  grave 
doubt  as  to  the  quantity  of  water  available  from  the  sprigs 
during  drought,  and  during  1937  the  springs  were  gauged^rom 
August  to  November  showing  a minimum  yield  of  6,224 
gallons  per  day,  against  a daily  requirement  of  11,460  gallons 
(based  on  (a.  daily  consumption  of  15  gallons  per  head  per 
day.  In  view  of  this  shortage  of  supply,  gaugings  were  taken 
of  another  spring  known  as  Tynycelyn  Spring,  which  ap- 
pear to  be  the  only  other  springs  available  in  the  neighbour- 
hood, and  from  which  a minimum  yield  of  7,392  gallons  per 
day  was  recorded. 

The  Joint  Committee  have  considered  the  jposition  in 
view  of  these  facts,  and  the  present  position  is  that  a scheme 
is  being  prepared  for  connecting  the  Tyncelyn  Springs  to 
the  existing  mains,  and  for  the  completion  of  the  relaying  of 
the  mains  from  the  termination  of  the  works  carried  out 
by  Messrs.  Wyatt  Bros.  (Whitchurch)  Ltd.,  to  the  village 
of  Llanrhaiadr,  including  new  mains  in  the  village  and  ex- 
tensions as  necessary. 

SEWERAGE. 

GENERAL. — The«  has  been  little  work  carried  out  in 
the  district  during  the  year  1937  in  the  way  of  sewerage,  the 
only  actual  work  done  being  the  extension  of  a sewer  near 
the  C.  of  E-  School,  Llans'ilin  at  a cost  of  £40. 

CLOSET  CONVERSION. 

Again  there  is  little  to  report  under  this  heading,  except 
a few  isolated  conversions  from  the  pail  system  to  water 
carriage,  an  estimate  of  the  number  in  the  whole  district  would 
not  be  more  than  12. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

In  the  last  Annual  Report  it  was  only  possible  to  give 
the  experience  of  the  working  of  one-half  year  of  Public 
Cleansing  in  Chirk  and  the  Glyn  Valley  under  direct  labour, 
but  now  after  eighteen  months  working  of  the  scheme  it 
can  be  truly  siad  that  this  is  one  of  the  most  successful 
schemes  undertaken  by  the  Council,  and  the  action  of  the 
Council  in  taking  over  this  work  has  been  fully  justified  both 
from  the  point  of  costs  and  efficiency,  as  will  be  seen  below. 

The  scheme  is  now  working  smoothly  and  complaints  of 
any  kina  are  new  rather  the  exception  than  the  rule,  and  great 
credit  is  due  to  the  workmen  engaged  on  this  scheme  for 
the  manner  in  which  they  carry  out  their  work,  which  is 
often  fat  from  congenial. 
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The  refuse  dump  at  the  Dingle,  Chirk,  is  well  maintained 
free  from  nuisance.

LLANRHAIADR  SCAVENGING.

sanitary  conveniences,  in  the  majority  of  other  shops  there  ia

An  interesting  departure  from  the  usual  practice  in  this 
district  has  been  the  erection  of  small  creosoted  wooden  tool 
houses  to  each  house,  which  appears  to  be  appreciated  by 
the  tenants,  and  also  prevents  the  erection  of  tool  houses 
of  varying  sizes  and  construction  which  tends  to  'detract: 
from  the  appearance  of  a housing  site. 

The  full  results  and  benefits  on  the  housing  conditions  of 
the  district  from  the  erection  of  these  houses  is  not  yet  evident, 
as  it  was  only  in  the  last  week  of  December  that  the  last  of 
the  houses  were  occupied,  and  formal  procedure  for  de- 
molition was  not  complete  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  addition  to  the  erection  of  the  above  houses  pro- 
posals have  been  considered  for  the  erection  of  houses' 

at  Pentrefelin,  Llanarmon  D.C.  and  Llansilin.  At  Pentreftelin 
the  Council  have  purchased  the  site  of  two  houses  scheduled 
for  demolition,  on  which  it  is  intended  to  erect  four  houses 
of  the  non-parlour  type.  In  the  village  of  Llanarmon  D.C., 
(negotiations  have  been  proceeding  for  some  time  for  the 

purchase  of  a site  for  the  erection  of  at  least  six  houses, 

but  some  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  obtaining  a. 
isuitable  site  at  a reasonable  price,  which  it  is  hoped  will 
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soon  be  arranged,  as  there  are  houses  in  this  village  totally 
unfi^for  occupation,  which  it  is  not  possible  to  demolish 
unt  ^Alternative  accommodation  can  be  provided. 

The  various  notices  served  and  their  effects  are  to  be 
seen  by  a perusual  of  the  following  table  of  procedure
